New York, Sept. IO.—The first op 
port unity offered to scientists for com 
parison of the rival claims of Dr. Cook 
and Commander Peary as to priority 
In the discovery of the. North Pole is 
furnished by the connected recital of 
the polar Journey of the latter. Peary's 
story, while plain and convincing will 
serve only to add fuel to the bitter 
controversy now in progress between 
the partisans of the two explorers. The 
Cook eupporters are even declaring 
that their champion’s story is sub 
at&nti&ted by the assertions of his 
rival. 
Comparison of the stories of the 
two explorers is interesting. Accord­ 
ing to Dr. CooL^ he left Smith's sound 
Feb. 19.

H ER E have been few’ single fig 
ures in the world of finance the 
mere rumors of whose ill ness 
would radically affect so many 
stocks as did that of the late Edward 
Henry Harriman. 
Un his receut re­ 
turn from Euroiie the great Stock Ex- 
| cluing** In Wall street silent nearly 
one w hole day in susjieuse. 
Buying 
; and sidling were at a standstill. 
Ev­ 
erything depended upon the health of 
the little man coming up the bay. 
If 
i be should prove to be on the road to 
recovery, up would go Union Pacific, 
Lent nil Pacific. New York Central and 
other securities under his control. If 
he was seen to be in a bail way, they 
would tumble. 
Until one or the othei 
was definitely known there was noth­ 
ing doing. 
His arrival satisfied the brokers that 
the railroad king was far from a well 
man. 
After his retreat to Arden the 
rumor was noised about that he In 
tended virtually to aetire. 
On this 
mere breath his stacks were hammered 
flown, down till Union Pacific fell off 
Ii or 7 points. Southern Pacific, New 
York Central and others sharing in 
the decline. 
It was a striking tribute 
to the man's power, a testimonial to 
the estim ate put upon his financial 
mastery by Wail street. There w as no 
sentiment In It. There never Is in the*e 
hull and bear raids. 
They are as u t­ 
terly merciless as an earthquake or a 


cyclone. 
There Is not a heart beat iii 
the whole high finance body, how­ 
ever many there may be in the Indi­ 
viduals who compose it. 
Aud when 
the bears pounded down those H arri­ 
man securities iii the days when their 
master lay ill at Arden they merely 
advertised that they had been afraid 
of the man and showed what they 
would do when the fear was even a 
tittle abated. 
Great Constructive Genius. 
The best two things about Mr. Har- 
■ riuian were that he was constructive 
j aud had a national view of things, ii** 
i was not alone a stock manipulator. 


but a builder. 
History must give him 
this credit. 
It is questionable lf we 
have had any greater railroad build 
ers than he. 
The manner lu which he 
took the rundown and bankrupt Uniou 
Pacific, went over the ground arid saw 
the busine** there was for the line. 
coupled with the subsequent courage 
and energy he displayed in pouring 
hundreds of millions into straighten­ 
ing and improving the road, showed a 
constructive genius of the first order. 
Ruthless he might have been, yet the 
fact that he did things, aud big things 
at that, must be told to his praise, 
j The story of bridging Great Salt lake 
J and draining the Salton sea is not one 
; that could I** told of every man. n**t 
j even of every railroad kiag He too* lied 
j most of the pro|»erties that came un­ 
der his control only to built! them up. 
Overcapitalize he probably did. al- 
J though he called it capitalizing the fin 
• ture. 
Used Wall street methods, some 
of them of a doubtful kind—with this 
his enemies charged him. 
And H arri­ 
man had enemies, bitter and big ones, 
with Theodore Roosevelt. ex-president 
of the United States, at their bead 
It 
Is jierfectly true that In the world of 
men he had more foes that hated him 
tbau friend* that loved bim. Yet when 
this is said we cannot forget those 
east side beys In New York nor th«ise 
shouting children at Arden. 
A man 
that hires a child aud is hived by It In 
return cannot be all bad. 
ffartim an’e 
national 
vision 
was 
shown In manifold ways. 
Though 
born near New York city and living 
in or about it all his life, he did not 
have the New Y’ork viewpoint. 
Fie 
saw America from the angle of the 
Pacific coast and of the central west. 
zn well as of the east. 
He had enough 
Imagination to forecast the future of 
the country’, to count on it as a most 
important factor in all his business 
enterprises. 
Ile could see the desir 
ability 
of 
buying 
steamship 
lines 
across the Pacific, of planting a rail­ 


road In Mexico. 
Few men realized 
the possibilities of tha great empire 
building on the shores of the Pacific 
ocean with more clearness than Har- 
riman. 
Though small in body and 
even In brain, be w m not small In 
his grasp of things. 
He thought In 
terms of the continent, planned In 
millions, built with systems. 


His Greatest Monument. 
Harrim an has often been compared 
to Jay Gould. 
In my’ own opinion, he 
was a bigger man than Gould and a 
better one. 
With all the abuse that 
has been healed upon him he Is en­ 
titled to that which his own deeds , 
carved out. 
Ile was not as shrewd 
a man on the Stock Exchange as 
Gould, not as “foxy” perhaps, if you 
like the term, hut he had infinitely 
bigger ideals and more audacity to 
plan and execute great undertakings. 
Gould 
was essentially 
a 
financier. 
Harrim an was that and more, and It 
Is the “ more” that will redeem him. 
The romance ef the Pacific railroads : 
and steamship lines and of his other ; 
great railroad deals cannot be wiped { 
off the slate. 
W hatever we may think 
of Harriman in Wall street or H arri­ 
man in polities or H arrim an in in­ 
surance or Harriman in Chicago and 
Alton, his work on the Pacific empire, 


both this side aud on the seas, 'will 
fire the Imagination and compel re­ 
spect. 
Good and evil mingle in all 
men. 
This Is the g<Kxl of Harriman. 
It is his greatest monument. 
It was recently stated that H arri­ 
man controlled 18.000 miles of rail­ 
way. or six times across the conti­ 
nent: that these lines employ 80.000 
men; that. In addition, lie directed 04.- 
000 miles of steamship lines, mak­ 
ing 72.000 miles of transportation in 
ult; that one could go from New York 
to Hongkong without ever leaving the 
H arrim an lines and that he could re­ 
turn by another route on Harriman 
lines nearly all the way. 
To s h o w something of the man's 
great activities, the mere cen tratio n * 
of which he was the head or with 
whi«*b he was «%tficia!ly connected may 
give a hint, although little more than a 
hint. He had b*«*n a m ender of the New 
York Stock Exchange since 1870. 
He 
was president of tile Oregon Railroad 
and Navigation company, president of 
th** Oregon Short Line, president of the 
Southern 
Pacific, 
president 
of 
the 
Texas and New Orleans Railroad com­ 
pany, president of the Southern Pa 
eific Coast railway, president of the 
Oregon ami California Railroad com­ 
pany, president of the Central Pacific 
Railroad company, president of the 
Louisiana an*] Western Railroad com­ 
pany. president of Morgan s Louisiana 
and Texas Railroad and Steamship 
company, president of the Pacific Mail 
Steamship company, president of the 
Railroad Securities company, president 
of the Southern Pacific Terminal com 
puny, president of the Portland and 
Asiatic Steamship company, president 
of the Union Pacific, chairman of the 
executne committee of the Wells Far

After reading all that li>t one eau 
wonder not only that be died so soon. 
but that he lived so long. for I* it 
underst*M*d that Edward I! Harriman 
wa* 
n*» 
mere 
perfunctory director. 
Whatever Le touched he controlled— 
either that or something broke. 
He 
was uot a dummy. 
Nor could he have 
controlled all these properties, ouly 
fraction of which he could have owned 
personally, unless his business assoc! 
ates reposed the greatest confidence 
in his integrity and ability. 
It was 
his power of organization, of construc­ 
tion, his intimate knowledge of the 
whole country as it related to railroad­ 
ing. his dariug methods and his sue 
cess that w«»n him their allegiance. 
He became far and away the greatest 
railroad i>ower of his day aud perhaps 
of any day that the c*»untry has yet 
knowu. 
There may be railroad king** 
In future that will control more mile 
age. but none up to his own time. 
His latest dream of making the New 
York Central a part of his gigantic 
system was coming to fruition only 
when death snatched him away from 
It. Even as It was, the greatest of our 
railroads was listed as a Harriman 
property, aud its stocks moved iu sym ­ 
pathy with his group. 
To combine 
that old and rich system with his Pa 
cifie roads into one gigantic whole was 
the work of a financial titan. 
It was 
not a thing that a small mao would 
even have daredJCLPl&a-
